RESCUERS SUCKED DOWN IN MAELSTROM 


TOULON, France, Sept. 25.—Fire broke-out early today in the 


ammunition hold of the battleship Liberte, counted one of the finest 
vessels in the French navy, and ' the explosion Which followed 
wrecked-the ship and killed almost half of her crew of 793 officers 
and men. ' Men from other-ships were killed." The fire was discov- 
eredAt 5 o'clock.; At first it did.not appear to be serious, but it^ 
gained-a quick advantage over-the squad of sailors'who tried;tb";ex- 
tinguish it, and -suddenly, without warning, it reached the maga- 
zines, which had not been flooded on account,, of the apparently 
trifling nature of the blaze. 


The force of the explosions -were terrific. They shook the vessel 


fore and.aft, each one seemingly stronger than that preceding, open- 
ing up great'fissures in the armor and framework of the vessel. The 
vessel immediately became a mass of fire and smoke and soon al- 
most demolished by .the terrific detonations, sank .'to the-bottom of 
Toulon harbor.'

Twenty-sixth street 
ana Broadway, Oakland, last night, Is 
somewhere Jn hiding in this .city,, and 
that he was aided from the outside In 
maklnjr his getaway and was helped 
across 'the bay, the Investigation by 
the deputy marshals leaves no room 
for doubt. It was about 10:30 that 
the escape was made, and at '11:10 the 
fugitive, accompanied by two women 
and a man, left tfm Oakland mole on 
the steamer Piedmont bound for this 
city. 
These facts. were not learned until 


2 o'clock this morning:, when Chief 
Deputy United States Marshal Burn- 
ham reached the mole and questioned 
the 
, railroad police. 
It would have 


been a simple matter for the Southern' 
Pacific- officers to have captured,. Ly- 
man had they known he was wanted 
by the United States officials. He was 
observed walking on crutches as he 
left the Oakland train and was ..sup- I 
ported by his male companion and | 
one of the women as he walked from 
the apron to the boat. 


SEEK COMPANIONS. 


"We are 
satisfied," said United 


States Marshal Elliott this morning', 
"that Lyman is in San Francisco, and' 
all rr.y available men, as well .as the 
Ttollcb officers of this city, are on the 
lookout for him. 
It is quite evident 


that his companions must .have aided 
him in escaping-, and if we can locate 
them we will in all probability re.cap- 
ture him." 


Lyman 
was 
being 
guarded 
by 


Deputy Marshal . Courtright, who left 
liis bedside for a. few moments and re- 
turned to find that he had made his 
escape. His crutches had been taken 
with him- and the appearance of the 
room indicated 
a hasty 
departure. 


Evidently his frien'ds had been near 
at hand with an automobile and ha^d 
rushed him to the railroad station 
before there was time for the sending 
out of a general .alarm. 


Lyman had been under treatment 


at the hospital for a broken ankle re- 
ceived In an endeavor to board a street 
car while trying to escape two we3ks 
ago from the custody of Deputy Mar- 
shal Fitzgerald.

Los Aingoles for obtaining $40,000 by 
the sale of alleged worthless stock in

SHERIFF NOT RESPONSIBLE. 
Up to the noon hour today Sheriff 


Barnet had not been officially advised 
by United States Marshal Elliott of 
Sari Francisco of the escape of Dr. 
Lyman from Providence hospital, and 
until a request for his office to assist 
In the hunt for the fugitive is made 
by tho federal authorities the sheriff 
will remain inactive. 


"When Dr. Lyman was taken to the 


hospital on September 15 by federal 
officers," said Sheriff Barnet, "my re- 
sponsibility for his custody ceased. 
Lyman was received in the county 
Jail as a federal prisoner onj the ninth 
day of the month and during the few 
days he was. in my charge he was 
taken to San Francisco several times 
by -deputy 
United States marshals. 


While tho record shows that 
the 


prisoner was confined in tho Jail six 
days, as a matter of faift, counting the 
time he was across the bay, his incar- 
ceration "here was only about five 
days."

FRENCH PUBLIC STUNNED. 
PARIS, Sept. 25.—The news'of the 


ejcploslon of the magazines of the bat- 
tleship Liberte came as. .a stunning 
blow 
to 
the French public and to 
naval officials. 
It is the climax of a 


long series of. disasters which have 
marked the history of the. French 
navy since the blowing up of the 
battleship lena on March 3,.. 1907. ' 


' The accounts of. the 'disaster • re- 


ceived here during the morning hours 
varied widely; 
The most authentic 


dispatches stated . that 
the sinking 


came nearly two hours after the dis- 
covery of the fire In,the forward.hold. 
Another account said that the ship 
broke in half from the force of the 
explosions and sank twenty minutes 
.later. "According to this version the 
battleship afterward reappeared at the 
surface for a time, a grim carcass of 
iron ; surrounded by a tangled mass 
of wreckage. 


The battleship Liberte was the type 


of ship of the so-called Liberia class 
in the French navy-pa boat of i'4,900 
tons displacement and 
."ah 
over-all 


length of 452 feet. She carried a crew 
of 79:3 men ajid bore four 12-inch 
guns'and ten guns of the French 7.6- 
inch type. 
She also: had 23 small 
euns and four torpedo-tubes. She was 
completed in:-1907 at a cost of about 
$7,000,000. 


The Liberte 
class battleships In- 


clude the Democratic, the Justice the 
Verite and the Liberte, .all 18-knot 
vessels of the most modern type. They 
correspond approximately to the .five 
battleships of the New Jersey class, 
including -the Virginia. Georgia, Ne- 
braska,, Rhode Island and New Jersey. 


The recent history of the French 


navy contains a series of destructive 
accidents, most of-.thfem caused by ex- 
plosions, and several occurring at Tou- 
lon, the scene of today's catastrophe. 
On March 12, :1907, the battleship leria 
was almost,destroyed by the explosion 
of -her magazine and 107 officers and 
men lost their lives. 
Until today the 
lena disaster stood as the greatest re- 
cent calamity suffered by the FrenA 
navy in times "of peace. 
Like the 
Liberte, the lena was blown up in the 
harbor of Toulon, but the loss of life 
was less, mainly because the lena re- 
mained afloat.

Alvln M. Hlggtns, the lawyer who 
Is said to have been the legal adviser of 
Flagg, was released on a 510,000 bond. .- 
To prevent the accused stock, brokers 


from reaching their respective funds be- 
fore ths- federal' authorities can get con- 
trol, tho postofflce inspectors prepared to 
have some 'of 'Flagg's customers fllo a pe- 
tition In bankruptcy against Dim. In ad.-

tion, operating, only in.; cigarettes. By 
1908 It controlled about four-fifths of the 
whole domestic tobacco industry, .except 
cigars, and Its net capitalization exceed- 
ed ?316,000,000." This concentration Is the 
basis oCthe combination's 'great "•earning' 
po-vyer.

In 1S!)0 tlie combination's' earnings were 


over IS per cent on the actual invest- 
ment. They rose !n i'891 to more than 21 
per • cent. It was then ^operating princi- 
pally, arid with a practical' monopoly, in 
cigarettes. In 1S95 came expansion-into 
other branches, a keen competitive strug- 
gle, .and a sharp .drop in earnings. But 
by 1900 the - combination.^ broad' domina- 
tion of the whole industry took effective 
shape. .Its 'earnings from that date'cover 
the great bulk of the" Industry.

There's no accounting for tastes, as some one—we have forgotten 


just who—has said, and the older the world grows the more the 
statement assumes the form of a great truth. 


It is perhaps as good an explanation as any of the sudden flop 


of the Sacramento Union .from Taft to Woodrow Wilson, from.-'con- 
servative Republicanism 'toVadical 'Democracy1, from protection to 
free trade, from order to disorder, from sanity to hysteria. It is 
like a dignified ^bishop of the holy Roman. Church suddenly turning 
himself into a dancing dervish. 


Up to this time the. Union -has been a steadfast and consistent 


supporter of President T'aft. Now, when it is evident even to the 
dullest of political observers that President Taft is sure to be re- 
nominated, the Union abandons both him and. the Republican party. 
A more extraordinary political summersault has seldom been seen. 


That Taft should have been abandoned for Woodrow Wilson is 


the most extraordinary feature of this extraordinary change of front. 
The Union says the country needs a stable and responsible govern- 
ment, which it does, and then says this can only be obtained through 
Democrats. If there is anything that the Democratic party, as at 
present constituted, docs not represent it is stability and. responsi- 
bility in government.

"Saved in Recorder's Office, 


Says Mr. Mu'lins. 


On the theory that the innovation will 


result in a saving of about §23,000 a.year 
to the taxpayers. Chairman John F. Mul- 
llns of the Board of Supervisors has in- 
augurated in -the office of County Record- 
er Bacon an experiment with the type- 
written system of keeping public records. 
Eight machines were installed this fore- 
noon for the test, and It Is understood 
that if the system proves a success In the 
county recorder's office Supervisor Mul- 
lins will strive to Have It adopted in the 
other county offices,. 


Supervisor Mullins.:says that he has fig- 


ures which show that the new record 
system, will save the county something 
like $3000 a year in record books, and la 
the. course of time not less than. $20,000 
per annum in copyists' salaries. Mullins 
also thinks that there will be a further 
saving in the wear and tear of the records 
in the employment of the loose-leaf sys- 
tem, 
which will also make the records 


neater and more easily read.

ask the next Legislature to amend the 
Alameda County Government Act so that 
the copyists will be paid a regular salary

|HE otHer afternoon in the reception room of a New

True, 'nothing suits most faces so well as dead 
white hair. This our ancestors recognized when they powdered 
theirs. Unfortunately, the hair of the average person, rarely be- 


• comes this clear white; it turns gray only in parts or changes to 


a dirty yellow color, necessitating, of course, the use of a dye. 
Then come difficulties. As the hair continues to grow, repeated 
application'of the dye is required. In'most, cases this is a long 
and tedious process. Secondly, it is by no. means easy to -obtain 
the right shade; ^arid thirdly, all dyes do not suit every head of 
-haitv I have known some 'dye's to attain disagreeable results on 
certain heads, whereas on- others their application has been quite, 
satisfactory—-such is the inconvenience and annoyance of hair 
dye.

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"But there are certainly many precious advantages in dyes'1* 


for the hair, provided they are used with care and one does not 
expect to produce impossible results.: Take, forinstance, the case 
of a young woman whose hair is turning :prematurely gray. By 
the use of white 'harmless^ dyes, the basis of which may be 'henna 
or some purely chemical substance of an inoffensive nature, she 
can ..simulate its natural color without putting; -herself to an ex- 
cessive amount of trouble. 


"You notice that I say .'simulate.' After one's hair has turned 


white' it n.ever can be restored to'its natural color, but I am of the 
opinion, that the:dyeing of the hair is a good remedy, if you do 
not expect too'much of it. Women should try to understand, for 
instance, that black hair cannot be dyed golden; it can only be 
bleached or.reddened with henna. Consequently,'dark hair which 
has turned; gray must first of all be bleached if the shade required 
is a light one, and on no account must a dye with a basis of me- 
tallic salts be employed. '-By observing these'rules a woman who 
has had. the misfortune .to" see her hair turn white'prematurely 
may still continue, thanks to an inoffensive 'dye skillfully used, 
to^retain that appearance'of youth to which she has every right 
to j aspire."

"There "is no State in-the Union which 
illustrates more completely the necessity 
and the value of practical application of- 
a policy of conservation than* Missouri. 
Of the 44,000,QOO of acres which, consti- 
tutes the State, little more' than one- 
half has ever: been touched by a.'plow- 
share; and of her 20',000,000 acres of. un- 
cultivated'.soil, there" are 17,500,000 acres 
of woodland awaiting the'stroke of. the 
woodman's axe."

DR. WALLACE'S REMARKS. 


Dr. Henry "Wallace in responding'"to 
Governor : Hadley; said in part: 
"It will be my object in this address 
not to discuss any phase of the conserva- 
tion movement exhaustively, but to out- 
line briefly two 'drifts of population; the 
drift from the farm to the city, and the 
drift,from the .city toward the land and 
the work of this congress 
as related 
thereto. 
. "The'Iaml hunger is not 
peculiar to 
any. class of people nor 
to any State. 
The merchant, the banker, the railroad 
official, each longs'for a farm. 
-, 
"The growth-of large cities has ceased 
to be in the business or even in the old 
residence sections,-and is entirely in the 
s'uburbs.. If men cannot have country 
life in the : country, they are constantly 
aiming to get as .much as possible of the 
country in the city. Latent in the heart 
of nearly every man there is a yearning 
desire to have a piece'of land to call his 
own. 


THE OPPOSITE SWING. 


."Alongside of this movement back to- 
ward if not always to . the 
farm, the 
counter movement from the farm to the 
town, which, has been going' on for 50 
years, continues with increasing and ac- 
celerated1 force. 
Vast numbers of boys 
and girls fall- a prey to alluring vices 
of the city, and ma,ny of them eventually 
take -.their places with the 'down, and 
puts.'

."Comparatively few succeed, and be- 
come well-to-do. 
The children of these 
few become .wealthy; their grandchildren 
annually spend gaily the itortunes they

A SOIL ROBBER. 


"The 19th century farmer was, speak- 
ing, generally, no farmer, at all, but a 
miner, a soil robber. 
The 19th century

row 'he could do more soil robbing in 
five years than his grandfather could in 
a whole lifetime.
